Tlie Oerinan Empire. 



Tho Goriniin Stati.stical Oflino hm 
juHt published an abstriict of tho re- 
Bults of tho census of 1S75. This docu- 
ment shows II laigo increase of the 

,po.pulutiou, if we coiiipiu'o it with thu 
foregoing census. On tlio 31st of Do- 
ceiubor, 1S75, tho total of the popula- 
tion amouutod to lli.TrtT.Si'i iuliabi- 
tanta. On the lat of Decembor, IS71, 
41,058, 872 inhabitants were cuuntod, 
hjoluding, of course, the troops thnn 
Btationed in Franco. According to 
these figures there has been an in- 
crease of 1,13'J9,020 inhabitants within 
four years, or as much uh 1.01 per cout. 
a year. Within the years 1HG7-71 the 

,f>opulatioQ had increased by 'J51,(j17, 
or only 0.68 per cent, (avsrugo) a 
year. [In these latter figures includod. ] 
Within the last census jjeriod the pop- 
ulation therefore increased by 700,- 

■000 inhabitants, or 0.73 per cent. 

, more than within the foregoing period 
p£ four years. Only a part of this dif- 
ference may be ascribed to the war be- 
tween Germany and France. Tho 
principal reasons of tho iucroaso lie in 
a reduction of emigration and in a 
strong over-balauco of births against 
deaths. If wo look at tho llguros of 
each separate country we find that the 
population of Prussia alone increased 
by 1,082, 215 luhabitanta, while its 
1.07 per cent, against U.tJ'J of the fore- 
going period of four years. Tho in- 
crease was, however, greatest in Sax- 
ony, where the population of 2,500,- 
000 increased by 200,000 inhabitants 
—that is 1.92 per cent, a year, against 
1.3 per cent, in tho foregoing census 
period. In Bavaria, Wurtemberg, 
Hesse and Baden the growth of the 
' population has not been as strong as 
in Prussia or Saxony. Of the other 
twenty States, Mecklenburg, Lubeck, 
Waldeck and Alsace-Lorraine have 
suiTered a reduction in the number of 
their inhabitants. Tiie reduction is, 

• however, very much less important 
than it has been in the foregoing pe- 
riod of four years, and the sole cause 
was the immigration, which in those 
places took place on a larger scale — 
in Alsace-Lorraine on account of pol 
itical reasons, in the oth(!r States on 
account of tho slow state of industrial 
progress. — "Loudon Economist. " 

India. — Tho overland mail brings 
Bombay jmpers to the 1st inst. "Tho 
Times of India" says:— "We hear from 
Bw^ondernbad that some five weeks 
lj.acT£ tlireo men belonging to one of 
the 'batteries of .\rtdlury stationed 
thetii^'gDt'leavo to go into tho jungle 
for a day's sliooting. They wero all 
(juiot, steady, woll-couductod men, one 
of them being a promising young non- 
commissioned officer. They have not 
since been heard of. They were struck 
ofT the strength of their Ibrigade; but 
the belief prevails that they have been 
treacherously murdered. About tho 
time these Artillerymen disajjpearod 
the PathauB of Hyderabad had been 
banished to la village lying in the di- 
'rection the men are believed to have 
taken. For tho sako of tlie thieo guns 
which tho men carried it is probable 
they wero set upon uiuiwaros, murder- 
ed, and all traces of the crime remov- 
. ed. Is it to be tolerated that a strong 
suspicion shall exist that three British 
soldiers have mot their death within a 
few miles of a military cantonment 
aud yet no effort bo mado to clear up 
the mystery ? A few tlays ago tho 22d 
Regiment was on parade' at Shahjehau- 
pore, or had just been on parade, when 
a soldier lagged behind in some way 
and deliberately shot three natives, 
one after tho other. Two men wore 
killed' i.istantaneouslj, tlio third died 
soon afterwards. The culprit, on be- 
ing interrogated as to the motives 
which impelled liim to the crime, stat- 
ed that he had taken a groat dislike to 
'battves after passing tlirongli (Jawu- 
pore and sooing tho memorial over tlio 
well whore tho livns of so mau}' of his 
countrymen and country women fell 
victims.

The Late Bishop Guniiuins. 

(From the N. Y. Worlil.) 

Bishop George D. Cummins, of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church, died 
Monday afternoon, at his residence in 
Luthorvillo, Baltimore County, Md., 
of inflammation of the bowels. He 
was born near Smyrna, Del., Decem- 
ber 11th, 1822,and graduated at Dick- 
inson College ■ ia.=i841. He- ■w.es.^tor 
two years a licentiate in the Methodist 
Church, but in October, 1815, was or- 
dained as a deacon, and in 1817 made 
a Presbyter in the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church. His several charges in 
that communion were Christ church, 
Norfolk, Va. ; St. James' church, Eioh- 
mond; Trinity church Washington; St. 
Peter's, Baltimore, and Trinity, C"hi- 
cugo. In Juno, ISOU, ho was oloctod 
Assistant Bishop of ivoutucky, aud 
hold tho oflico till November 10th, 
1873, when ho resigned to aid iu or- 
ganizing the Beformed Episcopal 
Church. lie was afterwards formally 
deposed. Tlie joint coiumiinion t|UOH- 
tion was tho ininiediato occasion of 
this moveniont. When tho Boformod 
Episcopal Church was orgauiy.ed in 
New iork, November lath of that year, 
the basis of the division from the 
mothor Churiih was desc^ribod ii.s boiug a 
return to the Prayer Book of 1875, the 
abolition of the idea of a priesthood 
and of a definite and direct Apostolic 
succeBsioQ. The new Chuioh also set 
aside the doctrine that regeneration is 
inseparably connected with baptism — 
that tho Lord's table is an altar on 
which the body aud blood of Christ 
are ofl'ered an^ w.aiid that the j)resence 
of Christ at the Lord's Supper is a 
presence in the elements, bread and 
wine. Dr. Cummins was chosen pre- 
siding Bishop of the now Church, aud 
at the same time Dr. Chas. E. Chenev, 
of Chicago, was made Miaeinnary 
Bishop of the Northwest. Since that 
time Bishop Nicholson, of Philadel- 
phia and Bishop Cridge of British 
Columbia have been added to tho 
Church. Bishop Cummins had been 
since 1873 actively engaged iu tho 
missionary work. He was below mod 
ium size, a fluent and efTuctivo speaker 
aud preacher and a man of much tena- 
city of purpose and energy. Tho Bo- 
formed Episcopal Church has now 
some lifty parishes and clorgyinon in 
tho United States of Canada.

The We&tern Terminna. 

The selection of a liuo of route for 
a great work like the Canadiuu Pacilio 
IJailway is a matter of ho much impor- 
taiico iu its bearing and influence on 
, the future of the nation thjit we can- 
aiot forbear referring again to the sub- 
ject. We are aware that for a non- 
profeBferdTaal wriiejf to>ifldioate the par - 
'tidttlar route that a line of rail- 
'"waf should follow to eeoure economy 
in its oonstruotion would bepresump- 
tttouB. , 3?hatifl a qviestipi^.happily.left 
to the arBUrament of ' tTieodolite and 
cbaiji to decide. But it ii quite -within 
the proTinoe of a writer,' armed with 
facts and opinions that are based on 
the' praotioal experience of soientiBts 
and political economists, to show that 
the adoption of a route may result 
in disaster and loss to the whole couu- 
ti7, and that a railway following that 
xoxito would bo practically uselcHS. 
First, bocauso the road would run 
through a Hectiou of country unsuitcd 

• to settlement; and second, because the 
only available terminus of the road is 
inaccessible to seagoing ships, and the 
line, consequently, worthless for com- 
mercial purposes. There is no doubt 
that should a lino of railway reach the 
•waters of the Pacific at the head of 
Dean Channel a considerable saving 
■would be effected iu the cost of con- 
struction; but is economy the only 
oonsideration? When the saltwater is 
reached, there would still remain from 
66 to 75 miles of road to build along a 
rooky shore above a channel destitute 
of anchorage or harbor before the 
ocean would be reached. And when 
the irob-horse came in sight of the 
ocean, where oould he be stabled ? 
Along the entire length of the coast 
for a distance of 150 miles north or 
south of the entrance or mouth of 
Dean Channel there is but one har- 
bor(?) in which a vessel of the tonnage 
of the steamship Dakota could ride 
at anchor. That harbor is called 
Safety Cove, and is difficult of access 
by steamers. It is an indentation of 
the easterly shore of Calvert lBlbud,tbree- 
f onrtba of a mUe in length and less than a 
cable (or the tenth of a mile) in width. 
Perhaps three or four Teasels of the size 
of the Otter could swing to tbeir anchora 
there, but a ship of the tonnage of tho 
Vaaco do Gama, or any of tho other China 
stoamships, could net enter tho cove ut 
all. To make Dean Channel a vtissel 
coming from China would have the choice 
of two channels — litzhngh Sound, lying 
to the South, or Seaforth Channel, lying 
to the North of Dean. To gain Pitzhugh 
Sound a vessel must approach very near 
to Sea Otter Group, a collection of suuk- 
cn rocks to the South of Calvert Island. 
The navigation here is hazardous and dif- 
iicult. It was amongst this group that 
tho steamship George S. Wright, with all 
on board, was lost two or three ysara ago; 
and navigation ia rendered still more dif- 
ficult by the prevalence of fogs, of which 
(as an old Salt puts it) Fitzhugh Sound 
appears to bo tho brfaediug place. A ves- 
sel once past Sea Otter Group and well 
iusido of Pitzhugh Soimd would still have 
grout difliculties to encounter, because 
the Hound is so narrow — only from one 
aud a half to two an i a half miles in 
width — that beating (supposing her to be 
a eailer) would be almost an impossibili- 
ty, and as the sonndiogs show from 'M 
to 183 fathoms, anchorage would bo out 
of the question. Those facts are quite 
Buflk'ient to condemn tho navigation of 
Filzlingh Sound. Wo turn, next, to Sea- 
forth Chaunol and tind that it is from a 
half to three-fourths of a mile wide. On 
either side there are a few little coves or 
inlets half-a-oable in length and width in 
which a steamer liko the Otter might iin 
cbor in deep water; but the most oxi'.cr- 
ionced navigators of tho northern waifr.s 
give it as Ihcir opinion that no Hailing 
vessel could ontor tbo channel with Kiifety 
at any stage of tide or at any season. 
A steamer of the size of the Dakota, hoir- 
ever, could ascend either Fitzbugh Sound 
or Seaforth Channel, and might roach 
Kamsquot at the head of Dean Chan nel ; 
but at Kamsquot, and, indeed, all aluiig 
Doan Channel, tho old difli'iully of bad 
anchorage is encountered. Tbo Otter on 
her last trip anchored of! Kamsquot in 
18 (atbomB water while eloBe alongside of 
her there were from 50 to 80 fathoms; and 
steam was kopt up in case of a wind ris- 
ing. Anchorage in over 10 fatlionis water 
is bad and unsafe. Prom what wo havo 
shown it will bo aeon that Dean Channel aud 
other approaches thereto are not available 
for sailing vessels — that no captain m his 
senses would allow his ship to enter even 
in tow of a powerful tug. Were there 
goncl iinohurage ground, or harbors in 
which a tug and her consort might rido 
out a galo or anchor overnight, tho ease 

, '.would be different. But -wo havo shown 
that there are no natural conveuienoos, 
and added to the diihoulties already onu- 
merated there is the inaupprablO one of 
northeast gales 'that blow constantly 
through tho months of January, Februa- 
ry aud March down Doan Cliannel; 
against thoni tho most powerful steanier 
could Hoarcoly make head. All the Ilud- 

• son Bay Comimny's captains mention this 
peculiarity of Dean Channel as being ono 
of the most unfavorable features oonncut 
ed with its navigation, and in the middle 
of April Inst tbo Otter found twenty miles 
of ice in tho Ciinnnel and deep snow on 
the banl^s. A casual glance at the Chart 

■ might cause one to imagine that a secure 
harbor for veaaoln from China would 
bo found on tho Queen Charlotte 
Island 8-aay at SkidogateBar on the.East, 
or Mitchell Harbor on the West— where 
goods might 1)9 discharged into small 
steameraaud carried to tho head of Dcnu 
Channel, as tho Entorjirise roooivos 
'"'irelght'from English ships at Victoria 

' and oarrieB it on to New Wostminstur.

In 
Miichell Harbor there is practically no 
archorage, the soundings being 100, 70 
ard 60 fathoms. Shall Eoonpmy be al- 
lowed to overmlo Efllciency?

We offer no opinion to-day as to 
the route that ought to be selected — our 
present task being confined to a consider- 
ation of tbo roido thiit ought ■yiot to bo 
chosen. Every nautical man who has 
visited P)ean Channel and its vicini- 
ty c'ondonins thom to be utterly im- 
practicable for commercial purposes, 
and unhesitatingly declares that money 
expended in building a line that shall 
touch saltwater at or near that point will 
be in effect thrown away I 

Court Maimers. 

We observe that our coutomporary is 
instructing tho peoplo iu advance on 
the way in which thoy are to approach 
Lord Duilerin. He thinks they should 
approach him only with the dullest 
platitudes and the emptiest compli- 
ments. As for the Railway — God save 
usl — there must not be syllable utter- 
ed concerning it.

Steamer Grappler Adlxore. 

The eteamor Grappler loft hero on Sat- 
urday evening laden with freight for Fort 
Wraasfel, and having the bark Henry 
Buck in towforNanaimo. Capt. H. Smith 
was in charge, and on npproHcbiug Jjaroy 
Island tho stenmor run hiirtl iishoro, and 
iramodiatoly commoncnd to fill. At higli 
tide tlio water tlows tlirough hiu' hull and 
covers her dock, rooi^ding howevor at low 
tide. Fears are therefore outortainod that 
' she has snstained material damaga. Her 
freight consisted of feed and grain recent- 
ly transferred to her from tho bark Henry 
Buck from San Fi-iiucisco and was in- 
tended for consninptiou in tho Casainr 
country. Eflbrts are being made to p.avo 
tho cargo, but tho steamer lies iu u dan- 
gerous position. Tho Hy. Buck was tak- 
en in to w by the tug Goliab which hap- 
pened to'be on hand at tho time of the ac- 
cident. The Grappler ig the property 
of Captain Wm. Mooro, tlio entorprising 
steamboat owner, and has just undorgone 
considerable repairs. 

Fdneral of Captain Starii. — Tho fun- 
oral of Captain E. A. Starr took place on 
Sunday and was attended vory nuuieroua- 
ly by friends and acqtiaintanoos. The 
body was taken from the steamor Isabel to 
tho residence of L. Starr, J'^scj., Jamos' 
Btv, whoBco tho cortege proeoedod to 
St. John's Churcli, Douglas strdbt, and 
thence to Boss Bay cometory. Tho Rev. 
Peroival Jeans performed tho burial rites 
of .the Ohnrch of England, of which de- 
ceased was a member, in tho mostimpres- 
siTO manner, and Capt.'s Morrison and 
Waitt, and Messrs. Forbes, McQuado, 
Goodhue, Spratt and Cl!c:ison iictod as 
pall bearers, these f,'ontloiiifn hoing all 
very intimato acquaintances of doceased. 
A post mortem examination held on the 
body of tho late captain by Dr.Helmokou 
gives conclusive evidence that death en- 
sued from oongestion of the brain.

Tho object 
of tho act to prevent tho supply of intoxi- 
cating li(|Uors to fndians is so good that 
every etl'ort should l)o made to sustain it,. 
I regret, therefore, that the proceedings 
against the prisoner have been so irregu- 
lar and are so defective as to compel mo 
to jn-onounce liis imprisonment on both 
warrants of cominitment illugal. 1 think 
it better in the public interests that no 
further observations should bo made. Let 
the prisoner be forthwith discharged on 
both warrants.

A Stranger Taking Notes. 

I have emjoyed tho ])loasiire of looking 
at the landscape from Beacon Hill. I havo 
hooked a trout or two iu tho mugiiilioent 
gorge. I have boon all around Victoria, 
and I (leclnre it stands in the most beauti- 
ful site for a city; but to my eye there 
was no sign of the life and enterorise that 
ought to bo in such a place. It is like a 
city of tho (lend, the noiijo of bustling 
trade is muHio to niy ear; but there is 
no inuMic, no energy, nothing but 
that sort of calm ro])oso that suit a peojilo 
who have retired to rest. That was part 
of my sketch of Victori'. written on tho 
1st of June, but on tho evening of tho 
2nil a friend aeked rao if I had seen 
Spratt's foundry. I answered, "No." 
"Come along," said ho, "and I'll show 
you something. I was thoroughly aston- 
isliod by tho foundry, the innumerable 
•lunny-faced liammors, polished by con- 
Btant use; tho screw propollor recently 
oast; and the innumerable models piled 
in order in tho upper rooms. "Oh!" 1 
said to mys'df, "you havo been loitering 
in out-(jf-tlia-way places; you liavo not 
seen Victoria an it is; horo are signs of 
trade, commerce, 'and commercial life, 
liurn your sketch, young man." And so I 
put it in the Hre. 

On the 3rd I left by the North Paoiflo 
for the Sound, and I can aSBure you Pu- 
get Sound is "Tho Paradise of tho Pacilic 
Coast;" a grand inland sea as calm as a 
lake, adorned with islands and without a 
population. Is it not Burprising to think 
of (be multitados of m«n wbo loiter iu 



cities asking for raastera, and this para- 
dise a wildoruoas ? A little patch of land 
would produce potatoes; fish and game 
are abundant; there is no church, but look 
at Mount Kaiiiior with tho siiows of a thou- 
sand winters on its hoad._ It towers above 
tho clouds, and has a heavenly appear- 
ance; it would always remind tho settler 
on Puget Sound of tho glories of God 
and serve for a churcli until ho had .time 
to make ono of wood. Ohl that old moun- 
tain is glorious. If f. woro to choose the 
manner of my death I should die at sun- 
set gazing on the gilded summit of Mouut 
Rainier. 

Seattle is ' an ambitious Httlo place, 
lively looking, and tho jicople havo an 
unmistakable good opinion of themsolvoa. 
I venture to say they are wideawake, 
])usliing follows and they are proud of tho 
city, it is a charijiing iittlo place, and is 
destined to bo the metropolis of tho 
iouiid. It was hero I saw the first sign 
of comedy on the American side. A 
whisky-mill, neatly furnished and nowly 
painted, has a sign-board on which is 
paiutod in largo luttors, "The Cottnge by 
the Soa." Bomanco and whisky! Tho 
snblimo and the ridiculous side by siilo! 
Nearly as good as tho (ionnemarra dis- 
tiller's dovico, "Poetry and something 
more exquisite still supplied to order by 
(iarrel O'Moore." 

Taconuv lias a railway torniinus, a good 
hotel, McLane's store, and nothing more. 
Tho end of t he rail way ought to bo at 
Seattle. The hind on cither side of tho 
rail for thirty miles above Tacoma is a 
jioor, sandy soil; a small sandy prairie, 
contains a 'flock of sheep, their jirosonco an 
such a place iiiu.st be a consol.itum to tlui 
wolves. 1 )own towni'ds Kalaiiia the hind 
is rich and a good deal unociMipied. 

Tho Columbia is a mighty river swelled 
to unusual proportions by tiio Hoods from 
above. Tho country on botli aides for 
forty miles below Portland is covered 
with water, and little boats »ro anchored 
by tho doors "to huvo them ready in case 
of need." 1 saw the wild ducks eating 
cherries in the marsh within twenty yards 
of a cottago in tho water by tho river. 
Portland is a line towu. I should say it 
is the metropolis of a groat agri- 
cultural country. Gang ploughs, hay 
rakes and harrows at every corner and the 
fiiitist wagons T over saw. Tho horses are 
a remarkable brci'd, very like the pure 
Arabian with more bono and muscle. The 
climate h(>ro must bo the vary best in tho 
worbl If yoa iiave any doubt on this 
subject come aud look at the ladies, lu 
S 111 Francisco the girls are like pale, del- 
icate lillies plucked in ,Tune; but all tho 
girls hon? aro likff "roses wetwi'^dow," 
and fresh as the dairies. .\ny Pt;rtland 
girl may be described in the words of 
'1 liackcray 

"Si-nivo tho ground she touches. 

Airy !iH a fuiry 
.\Lnl ^racLful an a iluti-liffiH." 

But I'll toll you what it is— -tho river Is 
rising; it is now within a foot of tlio level 
,on which I sit and so I shall go out and 
ee the flood. A Strang er.

The liddic-, are shock- 
ingly mutilated, llie llesh being stripped 
from tho limbs by erica|)iiig steam. 'i'lie 
forward stoke-holo, where the explosion 
occurred, was dirided from tho after 
stoko-liolo by a wateiiii^ht |piiikhe;cl, and 
tho stokers in thi^ latter ucie protected 
from the fragiiii'iitii cansrd by the explo- 
sion, but were lih-raily buni.nl alivti by 
tho steam. Thirty deaths have already oc- 
curred and half of tho wounded aro not 
expected to recover.'

REFORMED EPISCOPAIi CHUROH. 

Toronto, July 12. — The Ottawa Gener- 
al Council of tho Reformed Episcopal 
Church met this morning.

Bishop Maokol son of Philadelphia, preach- 
ed the opening sermon. At the closo of 
tho sermon an eulogy on Bishop ^nra- 
mins was delivered.

Bishop Cheney and Nicholson 
were nominated, tho result being the elec- 
tion of Bislioj) Cheney. 



THE BLUE DANUBE. 



lloiv tHe Stirvluim PropoHO io Fill It wltli 
Turpedoetl. A I'luii for Ita Obutructlon. 

Tho gunboats of the Turkish fleet 
havo ascended the Danube above 
Widdiu,aud aro said to bo threatening 
ovoii Belgrade itself with bombard- 
ment. The floatingforce here is com- 
paratively small and will probably be 
compelled to retire; but in order to 
guard against any future attempts of 
the Turks iu tliis direction the Ser- 
vians proposed to torpedo tho Dan- 
ube, aud it has even been i^roposed to 
obstruct the river at the Iron Gates so 
as to render it entirely impassible. 

Tho following extract from the cor- 
respondence jniblished iu the London 
"Standard" describes tho prepara- 
tions. 

If tbe telegrams are to be believed, 
which say that some Turkish gunboats 
are cruising off Widden between that 
port and Ncgotiu.tlie struggle is enter 
ing on (piito ii new phaso. From Wid- 
den it is but a few hours' Kteainiiig dis- 
tance to Belgrade, and the gunboats, if 
they havo como, either mean to menace 
that city or to cover the movement of 
the Turks across the river to invade 
Scrviu tlirough Nogotin. Tho latter 
is, boyond a doubt, Sorvia's weak 
point, but still the attempt on it would 
now bo most hazaidoua, ami, if not 
successful would moan a fearful di.sas- 
ter for tho assailants: Tho authorities 
at Belgrade, however, aro by no moans 
unaware of the 

DANGER TO THE CITV 

From a gunboat attack. When the 
Turks gave over tho fortress thoy gave 
with it large stores of tho very hoaviost 
smooth bore bronze cannon, all eight 
inch or teu-inch calibre, some of thciu 
throwing shot of more than 200 iiound.s 
weight. When I left about four weeks 
ago all the arrangomeuts were coin- 
])letc for mouutiug these on the river 
walls of tho fortress overlooking tho 
Danube, and tho samo will bo done, 
or now moKt likely has boon done, on 
the side which commands tho 
Soane. Still it has not been forgot- 
ten that a gunboat moving quickly is 
but a small mark whereas tho city ris- 
ing like a small mouutaiuat the junct- 
ion of the two rivers, ia a vory largo 
one, aud that with long-rango shells 
the houses would get the worst of it, 
and it would be poor consolation for 
tlie forts to hold their own while the 
city was burning behind them. To

MOUNTAISS' ON' EITHEE STOE 

Of this are vory lofty— nearly ,6,000 
feet high — but that on tho Austrian 
sido is 1,000 feet higher, and on the 
rivor sido ia nearly sheer for about 
;},000 feet above the torrent. In fact, 
where it is not perpendicu^^j;, it rather 
overhangs the water. ' When there is 
a very low Danubo tho sharp, craggy 
points of subaqueous rocks begin to 
show themselves above the water, and 
between those the passage is most nar- 
row, winding, and .shfillow, and, iu 
fact, can only be,pass,ed by steamers 
especially built for the purpose, of 
light draught of water, four paddle 
wheels, and immense power. At tho 
break up of last winter tho floating ice 
jammed among theso crags, the waters 
backed up, laying all tho Banatt and 
vasts tracks of Hungary under water. 

SUCU A DELUGE 

Was never known, and whether it was 
the hideous ruin which this caused 
lirst put it into the beads of the insur- 
gents I do not know — all I do know 
is, that the blowiug up of the precipice 
of Mouut Scrieber (tho Austrian side) 
would briug down many millions of 
tons of rook across the Iron G-ates.and 
long before the obstruction could be 
removed a vast part of Eastern Europe 
would bo turued into' an inland lake." 

Such will be tho desperate charac- 
ter of the war, siiys the New York 
"Herald," and there can scarcely bo 
auy doubt but that civilized Europe 
must soon intorefere and put a stop to 
the contest by removing its cause — 
the Ottoman power.
